BIRMINGHAM. Barrels. 
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Buried Crosses. 


One óf the most interesting relics in 


County Dublin is the ancient Celtic cross 


in Finglas churchyard. It is said that 
when Cromwell's soldiers were passing 
through Finglas in 1649 on their way to 
the siege of Drogheda, they threw down 
the old cross and broke it. After their 
departure, the villagers, to preserve the 
cross from further damage, buried the 
fragments in the churchyard, where they 
remained .until 1816. In that year the 
Rev. Robert Walsh, Rector of Finglas, 
found an old man in whose family the 
exact location of the cross had been 
handed down. After digging at the posi- 
tion indicated, the cross was discovered 
and re-erected above ground, the broken 
parts having been secured by iron clamps. 

It is also mentioned in a fifteenth cen- 
tury document that a cross once stood in 
the village of Crumlin. It was long the 
custom for funeral processions to walk 
bare-headed round the plot of grass where 
the road from the village meets the 
Dolphin’s Barn road, and it has been 
surmised that this spot-is possibly the 
place of concealment of the cross, buried 
in traublous times. Nobody, however, 
seems to have thought of digging for the 
Crumlin - cross. 


Ghe Late. Thomas Sexton. 


An old newspaper friend, reflecting upon 
the shyness and almost hermit-like habits 
of the late Mr.- Thomas Sexton, tells me 
that two years after he had become 
Chairman’ of the Freeman’s Journal he 
had never seen the newspaper’s machine 
room. His first acquaintance with his own 
printing press was in the early hours of 
one morning when a crisis arose which 
threatened the non-appearance of the paper 
on next morning’s breakfast-table. Yet, 
spending many hours every day in the 
boardroom, the chairman was able to keep 
his finger on the pulse of every depart- 
ment—not merely controlling, but initial- 
ling, minute decisions which involved even 
the most trifiing expenditure incurred in 
every department of the Freeman, 


Trish Party Survivors. 


The passing of Mr. Sexton makes one 
reflect how few members of the old: Irish 
Parliamentary Party’ still survive. 
Amongst the old ‘‘ war-horses’’ we have 
stil] the veterans William Field, Patrick 
White and Thomas Conlon, al] of whom 
were to the fore at Westminster before 
Gladstone made his declaration for Irish 
Home Rule fifty-seven years ago. Con- 
tributing. his parliamentary recollections 
of later days, I am glad to see that Mr. 
John Muldoon, K.C.; records some of 
Sexton’s parliamentary oratory in the 
columns of a contemporary... Comparing 
his oratory to that of Lord Oxford, Mr. 
Muldoon says of Sexton: ‘‘ There was the 
same flawless perfection of rhetoric, and 
the argument was built up by a like un- 
impassioned and skilful narrative of 
facts.” I only hone that some day the 
same kind of thing mav he written with 
justification of many of the present-day 
orators in Leinster House. 


Sea-Gulls. 


I spent an interesting ‘half-hour the 
other morning on Killiney strand, writes 
a correspondent, trying to distinguish the 
different kind of gulls which were stand- 
ing in groups at the edge of the sea. The 
threat of stormy weather probably” ac- 
counted for the gathering, since the birds 
remained motionless for the most part, 
and did not seem to be feeding. There were 
large numbers of common gulls, black- 
heads, herring gulls and kittiwakes: and 
occasionally a few of them would flutter 
rapidly over the incoming waves, return- 


ing with a circular flight to the same | 


spot. The herring gull is, of course, a 
familiar bird, but some of the other varie- 


has the same grey 
mantle as the herring gull, but its legs 
are a sort of isa-yellow, while those 
iof the kittiwake are black. Common 
gulls and blackheads breed in inland 
lakes, but the kittiwake, by far the most 
graceful of them all, is a true sea-bird, 
i nests only in the most inaccessible 
cliffs. 


CGransport Taxes. 


A reader in a provincial town recently 
wrote to me for information about the 
result of the ‘‘economic war” on the 
imports of cytles and motors. I referred 
him to the Director of Statistics, Mr. 
Stanley Lyon, for the necessary informa- 
tion, which he apparently procured; for 
now he sends me some extremely interest- 
ing, and not a little startling, results oc! 
his investigations He tells me, for in- 
stance, that while 924 touring cars came 
into the Irish Free State during August 
and September of 1931, only 117 arrived 
in the corresponding months of this year, 
and that 163 commercial vehicles imported 
in the same months of last year fell tv 
5 this year. He then adds the even more 
interesting facts that while 4,510 pedal 
cycles arrived in August and September 
of last year, only 545 found their 
way through the Customs cordon in 
August and September of this year, while 
the import of parts and accessories of 
pedal cycles fell from £11,194 last year 
to £9,960 this year. The really interest 
ing point in the figures is, of course, 
the fact that the poor man, who cannot 
even afford a motor “ bike,” but has to 
vedal his way through, is even more 
hardly hit than the potential purchaser 
of the touring car. 


Sutton Seaweed. 


Early morning visitors to Sutton are 
not a little puzzled as to the meaning :f 
motor lorries and horse-drawn vehicl~s 
being loaded up on the foreshore with 
large quantities of seaweed. Knowing 
that seaweed contains iodine, whicn is an 
essential ingredient of certain manures. 
I was not surprised by these early morning 
activities. I was surprised, however, when 
I found that most of the gatherers hailed 
from Rush and Skerries; and I wondered 
why farmers in the immediate vicinity 
allowed these invaders to get away with 
such a valuable asset. A friend with 
whom I discussed the matter reminded 
me that the old seaside hamlet ot Rush 
is the real centre of Dublin’s best or- 
ganised, and most prosperous, market- 
gardening industry. He told me that it 
was quite a usual thing for a horse and 
cart to leave Rush at three o’clock in the 
morning, and arrive back laden with sea- 
weed from Sutton after a forty mile 
journey on the same evening. 


Silk Smuggling. 


Chatting to a British Customs o¥cer 
recently, I learnt that women are not the 
only dodgers of the tax on silk. Not 
long ago a man was fined £100 for illicitly 
importing a number of silk slips. He 
stated that he had nothing to declare, but 
a coat which he was carrying on his arm 
aroused the suspicions of the officer. 
When this coat was examined, twenty-one 
silk slips were found stitched between the 
inner lining and the coat itself. The 
officer then noticed that the passenger 
looked rather bulky, and he requested him 
to proceed to the Custom House, where he 
was ordered to undress. Under his shirt 
he was found to be wearing twenty-seven 
ladies’ silk slips. In court he pleaded that 
he was feeling very cold, and that he wore 


these silk garments because he had not 


sufficient underwear.

One 
of the most striking was a gallant attempt 
on the part of a number of “ doctors ” and 
“nurses” to perform a major operation, in 
other words, to remove the Oath from the 
Constitution, The “ Suspense Account’’ of 
the land annuities was carried by two of 
the “men who pay, who, by the way, were 
so attired as to convey the impression that 
they could pay no more. It was carried in 
a sack, slung Litiwaen two poles in the form 
of a banner. “ The ex-Minister for Grass,”’ 
who exuded rather bedraggled weeds from 
his clothing, was followed b a sickly-looking 
cow, which had probably left the ‘‘bier”’ 
thoughtfully provided by the students for 
the liish cattle trade.

Not an inclination to showiness, but

They were pauses during which a master 
engaged a still sharper attention on the part 
of his audience for the music that he was 
spreading before them. While actually play- 
ing, too, he took all the time he welled for 
dwelling on some special beauty or other 
effect in the music.

UNSTINTED ADMIRATION, 
With that, Horowitz piainly gained the 
andience’s respectful attention. The rest of 


‘his recital was followed with critical interest 


and rising appreciation of the pianist’s power 
to present masterpieces in their most im- 
pressive aspect; and, at the conclusion, 
signs of admiration were unstinted. Horowitz 
played three encore pieces, but he had put 
his best into the programme. I liked that 
about him, Too often the “ celebrities ”” 
of the concert platfetm postpone their real 
start until the eyfcores begin. His playing

‘Flight of the Bumble Bee ” was, never- 
theless, a bonne bouche: the rather coarse 
brilliance of @ “ Carmen ” fantasia, with 
which he fin{shed, was rather out of his 
character. | 

The fine Steinway pianoforte used by 
Horowitz served him for the disnlay of a 
remarkably wide dynamic range, His normal 
tone is fairly light. He can get it down to 
a tinkle, suggesting the clavichord, as in 
the Haydn Sonata in E flat, and to a 
thrilling murmur, as at the beginning of the 
rumble in Liszt’s “ Funerailles,"’ which 
gradually was worked up to a powerful 
climax over a rapid octave figure in the left 
hand. On the other hand, he can command 
a splendid brilliance of tone, even in the 
most rapid passages, as he showed in the 
Brahms ‘‘ Variations on a Theme of 
Paganini.”” The most striking single feature 
of his playing was the rapid ereserndea which 
he used with great effect on several occasions. 

The delicacy of his playing of the two 
Brahms Intermezzi and of the two charac- 
teristically humorous pieces by Ponlenc were 
as engaging as the swift brilliance of 
Stravinsky’s “ Danse Russe” and the im- 
posing figuration of the Chopin Etude in 
F major. 

One of the things that impressed me most 
in Horowitz was the skill of his treatment 
of the Chopin “ Barcarolle.”” To me the 
Barcarolle has always seemed to be one cf 
Chopin’s failures. but Horowitz came very 
near to making it say what Chopin must 
have intended,

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THE ART OF FUGUE. 


LECTURE-RECITAL BY MR. 
F, C. J. SWANTON, 


A lecture-recital on ‘‘Thd Art and Con- 
struction cf the Fugue ' was delivered at the 
Royal Irish Academy of Music, Lublin, undey 
the auspices of the Lidnéter Society of Orga- 
nists and Choirmasters, last Saturday night 
by Mr. F. C. J. Swanton, F.R.C.O.

which must haye struck most patrons 

of the cinema is that the presentation 
of news items might be very nach better 
than it is at the moment. A number of 
varied and interesting things occur in the 
world week by week, but the news-reel seems 
upable to get out of the narrow groove which 
it has followed for many years past. 

Kvery week, for exampie, we can be al- 
most sure of seeing the aeroplane taking off 
for a flight to some place or another, or else 
landing after it. Of course, it is a different 
aeroplane each time, and a different flight, 
but this realisation does not prevent us from 
feeling that the more it changes the more it 
is the same thing. It is related that in the 
early days of the picture industry the film 
of one of the Derby races was used for 
several years in succession. The company, 
arguing that one horse race looks very like 
another, did not see why they sliould go to 
the expense of filming the race every time 
it was run, and the public were quite 
satisfied. This is no less true to-day than it 
was then, and it applies to aeroplanes and 
speedboats as well as to horse races, One 
event is virtually indistinguishable from 
another, and most of us are tired of seeing 
it so many times repeated. 


THE CAMERA INTERVIEW. 
Interviews. come under much the same 
heading; for the people that really might 
have something interesting to say are usually 
overcome with shyness, and confine them- 
selves to a few unwilling remarks, while the 
views of professional statesmen are so well 
known to us already that we learn nothing 
fresh. Apart from the fact that the camera 
interview enables us to see the faces of 
notabilities and hear their voices, it has very 
little general interest. A local appeal it 
certainly has, but are Dublin audiences really 
interested in (xay) Mr. Roosevelt’s opinions 
on the Presidential election, or Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald's views on the Lausanne Confer- 
ence? 
When one comes to think of it, this ques- 
tion of local appeal is probably responsible 
for most of one’s instinctive feeling that 
there is something wrong. with the news 
reels; for even the most unimportant things 
can be interesting if the place or the people 
are well known: to one. Baby shows at 
Tooting, foundation-stone laying at Birming- 
ham, and. the crowning of Railway 
Queens at Huddersfield may go down very 
well with English audiences, but they are 
hardly suitable for presentation on this side 
of the Irish Sea. Wea would very much 
ES to be shown some views of a loval 
tugby or hurling match, the latest univer. 
se or even a sale of work in Rathmines. 
e get these local items now and then, 
and they are always so well received that it 
is rather surprising that they are given ws 
so infrequently. The Movietone News has 
already become “Irish ” in name, and, if it 
were to spend some extra money in order to 
become really an Irish feature, the result 
would probably repay it. We do not wish 
to be out of touch with what is happening 
in the world, but we should like to see a 
little more of ourselves.

GAELIC LEAGUE CRITICISM. 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Gaelic Lesgub, at 25 Parnell square, 
Dublin, on Saturday night, a letter from a 
Galway Irish speaker was read in which it 
was pointed out that persons who had no 
sympathy with the language were interfering 
with the work of the professors of lrish in the 
Galway College. The writer asked that the 
League should look into the matter. 

A member said that it was the English 
speakers in the College who prepare the 
Irish examination papers. 

Mr. O hUadhaigh said that as money was 
being given to the Galway College for the 
teaching of Irish they should request the 
responsible Minister to see that those who 
taught Irish in Galway should he allowed 
to do so without hindrance; otherwise the 
English speakers would predominate. © 

Mr. 8. O. Tuama (Cork) said the position 
in University College, Cork, was unsatisfac- 
tory, in that it was impossible for any 
student there to obtain a degree ur Irish. The 
Universities should be compelled to teach 
Irish. 

Mr. O hUadhaigh said the position in 
University College, Dublin, was much worse 
than in Cork or Galway. It was, he said, a 
shame that English speakers should have the 
selection of Irish examination papers. That 
work should be left to those who understood 
it. | 
The Chairman (Mr. P. T. McGinley) 
thought the whole position of the Universities 
needed to be dealt with, but he feared the 
League had not the same control over Dublin 
and Cork as it had over Galway, owing to its 


Irish. 

A Sub-Committee was appointed to inquire 
into the whole question, so as to enalile the 
Executive Committee to take up the matter 
with the Government and the Universities. 

A resolution was passed to request the 
Director of the Dublin Broadcasting Station 
to broadcast every day news in Irish as well 
as in English. 

The Committee decided to have no part in 
a public meeting, which is to be held in 
College Green next Thursday night, “‘to 

rotest against any attempt to use Armistice 
Day as an occasion for Imperialist display.”

Protest.

CASHEL, Sunday. 
WwW 7 ORKINGMEN of Cashel, exhorted by 
reachers at the Franciscan Mission 
re, have registered a vigorous pro- 
test against sending an Irish delegation to 
Russia as representing the workers of Ireland. 
Before the mission closed to-night the Rev. 
Father Antonine, O.F.M., announced to the 
congregation of men that he had prepared 
four questions to be answered by them. They 
were :— 
“ (1) Do the delegates sent to Russia 
for the coming Soviet celebrations speak 

in your name and with your authority? 

& (2) Are the principles to which these 
men will publicly subscribe when in 
Russia your principles ? 

‘* (3) Do you protest against Irishmen 
attending “an anti-God celebration and 
using the name of Ireland ‘in connection 
with it? 

“ (4). Do you pledge allegiance to the 
Catholic teaching enunciated by Our 
Holy Father the Pope, Christ’s Vicar on 
earth?”

direction finder, and at 8.30 a.m. tae liner fell 
in with the Schelstad, wit;, two other vessels 
standing by. One of these, an oil tanker, 
poured ' slick ’ oil on to the sea, which greatly 
facilitated the lifeboat work. 

" No. 9 starboard lifebc . was lowered from 
the Lancastria, and when Captain Dolphin 
called for a volunteer crew to man the boat 
Seamen Callaghan, Stanton, Sharkey, Daley, 
ane Whelan came forward. ‘Ihe promenade 
deck was lined with passengers watching the 
rescue work, which was attended with very 
great danger and difficulty on account of the 
very. heavy sea that was running, and they 
were loud in their admiration of the boat.

In- 
habitants of these islands, who for 
generations have enjoyed a wide franchise, 
are apt to ignore the fact that parlia- 
mentary government in the British sense 
of the term is comparatively an innovation 
in Germany. Under the Hohenzollerns 
democracy counted for very little, and the 
people have not yet had time to accustom 
themselves to the processes of democratic 
rule. Furthermore, Germany, unlike 
Britain or France, has not a homogeneous 
population. Bavarians differ from 
Prussians, Saxons from Rhinelanders, on 
a host of major points, with the result 
that a general election often produces the 
strangest consequences. For the moment, 
therefore, the dictatorship. seems to offer 
the only solution to Germany's difficulties. 
How long it will remain in power is a 
matter for conjecture.

Unemployment. 


A fortnight which is almost without 
parallel in recent English history closed 
on Saturday last, when the contingents of 
hunger-marciers took train for their 
various destinations. They had tramped 
the weary miles to London in the panoply 
of discontent. People feared their coming ; 
for the parading of angry distress is a less 
common: sight in England than in any 
other country. Yesterday the marchers 
went home, having achieved, apparently, 
no positive result by their parade, save 
that they have called public attention to 
the harm that can be wrought among 
workmen by the subterranean 
Yet the march can- 
not have been entirely fruitless. It has 
brought home to many comfortable 
Englishmen the realisation that unemploy- 
ment exists, and that it is a serious con- 
dition. Comfortable people are apt to 
overlook such things. They read in the 
newspapers that the number of workless 
has increased by so many thousands ; they 
deplore the fact and forget about it. The 
hunger-marches, doubtless, have shown.

a Cricket. 


Of recent years the older generation in 
Great Britain has been lamenting the de- 
cline of the grand old game of cricket. 
There is no doubt that much of the spirit 
has been taken out of the game by the 
desire of batsmen to figure prominently in 
the ‘‘ Averages.’’ ‘‘ Sitting on the splice’”’ 
is now a commonplace, and even the best 
batsmen have become so careful that they 
remain at the wicket for hours to score 
fifty or sixty runs. In the spacious days 
of village-green cricket men went in to 
make runs, and generally made them. 
They trusted to keenness of eye and 
strength of arm to defy the tricks of the 
wiliest bowler, and men of the stamp of 
Mr. Gilbert Jessop made the game a joy 
to watch. The general slowing down of the 
game has caused much distress to its 
lovers, who will rejoice all the more 
to learn that the M.C.C. team in Australia 
has been confounding its critics by a dis- 
play of really vigorous cricket. Last 
Saturday, at Adelaide, Larwood, who is 
supposed to be the world's fastest bowler, 
and has few pretensions to batsmanship, 
scored eighty-one runs against a side that 
included Australia’s famous bowler, 
Grimmett, at the rate of two runs a 
minute. Larwood, apparently, . treated 
Grimmett’s “ googlies ' as they ought to 
be treated, and hit fou a and sixes from 
ball which would have kept most modern. 
batsmen shivering in the crease. Mr. D. 
R. Jardine, captain of the side, also 
treated the most cunning bowling with 
scant respect, and the other members of the 
team hit so lustily that the enormous score 
of 634 for nine wickets was recorded. If 
the England team enters the Test matches 
with the same spirit of sportsmanlike 
abandon, the destiny of the ‘‘ Ashes ” will 
be assured.

It has acquired a dignity 
in the course of, perhaps, fifteen genera- 
tions which consorts ill with the spectacle 
of tourists chasing a little white ball, or 
of carefully uniformed school-children 
changing class. Sentiment, however, can- 
not stand against the pressure of hard 
facts ; schedule this-and-that is the thing 
which really counts. The money which 
would have kept the soul in a great house 
must pass to-day into the coffers of 
Governments, and it is better that the 
estates should pass into vther hands than 
that they should be compelled to go to 
ruin in the hands of their impoverished 
owners.

FALSE ANTIQUITIES. 


LECTURE TO CIVIL SERVICE 
GAELIC SOCIETY. 


In the course of a lecture in Irish to the 
Civil Service Gaelic Sowety on “taise 
Autiquities,”” Mr. E. Joynt in the chair, Mr. 
L. is. Gogan said that in the pursuit of light 
and truth archeologists had to deal with 
various manifestations of the false—false 
reports, erroneous interpretations, and bogus 
evidence. 

The lecturer referred to an elaborate fraud 
practised on the art collections of the United 
States, involving the loss of many thousands 
of dollars, in which brilliantly-executed copies 
of ancient works by a living sculptor were 
exploited by an unscrupulous combine in 
Rome, now paying the penalty for their mis- 
deeds, 

Occasionally a false alarm was raised, and 
this, seemed to cover the case of the Flora, a 
wax-bust bought by Dr. von Bode, the 
Director of the Berlin Museum, and ascribed 
to Leonardo. This was due to a person who 
had seen the bust in the studio of Lucas, an 
English modeller. On investigation a shred 
of nineteenth century cloth was found in the 
wax, which seemed to settle the question. The 
matter was later explained by the fact that 
the English nobleman who originally owned 
it had sent it to Lucas for repair. 

An Irish case similar to that was repre- 
sented by a peculiar bronze dagger secured 
for the National Museum by Count Plunkett. 
Suspicion was cast upon it by the late Dr. 
Bremer, who, after very inadequate tests, 
withdrew it as a fraud After the latter's 
death the lecturer had it examined im accord- 
ance with museological principles by a com- 
petent analyst, whose facts were then sub- 
mitted to a leading geological expert. The 
result vindicated the distingnished Irish 
— involved in the acquisition. 

n a different category was the unfortunate 
Strangford Lough hoard, which, having been 
unsuccessfully “peddled from one English 
museum to another, found its victim in Ire 
land. The find had all the inconsistencies 
which characterise a fraud, and should have 
deceived no one, The maker had admitted to 
the lecturer that he had no other motive than 
to perpetrate an archeolrgical joke In this 
he was as successful as the dealer who sold it. 

The case was somewhat similar to that of 
the so-called tiara of Saitarpharnes, which, 
having been rejected at Vienna, Lemberg and 
London, found a home in the Louvre at a cost 
of 200,000 francs. 

Efforts had been made to put the finds from 
Rosses Point, Sligo, in a similar category ; but 
the supporters of the discovery were two men 
who had a more intimate knowledge of old 
Stone Age industry than any in the opposing 
camp. The leading Irish expert in this domain, 
Mr. Blake Whelan, had given considerab le 
support to the claim, which, if admissible, 
was of extreme importance. If wrong the 
culpr.t in this case would be Nature herself. 

Closer collaboration with the physicist was 
making it mote and more difficult for the 
dealer in false antiquities to achieve his object. 
Such manifestations, however, had their advan- 
tageous aspects, It made the scientist more 
critical and the public more interested. If 
the vendor of fraudulent antiquities was 
an enemy of archeology, a more serious 
enemy stili was the indifference of the public 
to the relics and monuments of the past, 


THE PROMETHEUS 
MYTH. 


COLLEGE CLASSICAL SOCIETY 
DISCUSSION. 


A meeting of the College Classical Society 
was held in the Debating Hall, Trinity 
College, Dublin, on Seal when Mr. E, $. 
Rarber read a on “ The Prometheus 
Myth and its Influence.’ The President 
(Dr. Goligher, F.,T.C.D.) was in the chair. 

The essayist began by considering the 
position of the Prometh 1eus myth among 
myths in general, and compared it especially 
with Semitic myths. He then pointed out 
that it had a twofold meaning, one physical 
and the other symbolic, and proceeded to 
give an account of various theories put for- 
ward to explain it, some regarding Pro- 
metheus as symbolic of cloud, some of the 
evening and morning star, and some of 
earthly fire. He also referred to the theories 
that there is some historical personage re- 
presented in Aeschylus’s play. 

Passing to the play itself, he showed that 
it was the outcome of the feeling which was 
growing up against Zeus in favour of the 
conception of a more just and loving God. 
Mr. Barber then concluded a most interest- 
ing and carefully-written paper by tracing 
the influence of the play on later literature, 
especially on Milton. 

A vote of thanks to the essayist was pro- 
posed by Mr. dá G. Crawford, and was 
seconded by Mr. W. D. Grene. 

The AA on putting the motion, re- 
marked that both Zeus and Prometheus were 
unfavourably represented in the ‘‘Prometheus 
Vinctus,”’ but that there were signs that a 
reconciliation was to follow, and he supported 
the view that the trilogy contained Aeschy- 
lus's most mature reflections on the powers 
which govern the world.

The register of 
unemployed bears out the truth of our 


warnings even prior to the economic con- 
flict. We see no signs of the promised 
employment of 86,041 additional workers. 
Instead we see a remarkable resemblance 
between those figures of promised employ- 
ment in new industries and recent returns 
of registered unemployed. Unfortunately, 
we do see that the number of those un- 
employed is higher than ever; that many 
people who could reasonably hope never to 
be faced with the menace of forming one 
of that class now find themselves, through 
no fault of their own, deprived of what 
they had hitherto banna as good, per-

manent employment. We see the hunger 
marches of the unemployed, events practi- 
cally unknown in our time. We see taxa- 
tion increased and ever increasing, an 
business of all kinds declining. 

‘So far from the farmer’s earnings being 
increased by an extension of the foreign 
market as promised, we get an admission 
from the President of the Executive 
Council that there are no alternative 
markets. Worse still, the only available 
market has been destroyed.”’ 

Fianna Fail, declared Mr. Cosgrave, 
asked for and got its chance. During the 
few short months in which that party had

AGREEMENTS. 


Referring to the agreements with Britain 
and the events of the past months, Mr. 
Cosgrave said:—‘‘It is a national mis- 
fortune that at this, probably the worst 
period in the world’s economic history, 
action should be taken by anyone in the 
State, much less the Government, to 
damage the market for our goods. Worse 
even has happened. Before the conflict 
with the British Government took place 
our good-will in that market had been 
affected. Our Government,-~ instead of 
adopting the usual international pro- 
cedure, started last March in a fit of 
political frenzy to tell the world of their 
diwputes and how they were going to deal 
with the British. | 

“The contentions of the Government in 
reference to the matters proposed to be 
disputed and put in issue between this 
country and Great Britain were not com- 
municated to Great Britain by means of 
the ordinary procedure. The intentions of 
the Government were not communicated 
to the Irish people through their repre- 
sentatives in Parliament. Instead, the 
war policy of the Government was made 
known through an expensive broadcast to 
the United States. After months of 
mingled expectancy and apprehension on 
the part of the people the economic war, 
which Fianna Fail spokesmen had e- 
luded some of the people into believing 
would never come to pass, was started.

FINAL RALLIES FOR THE 
PRESIDENTIAL VOTE.

NEW_ YORK, Sunday. 


RESIDENT HOOVER, in one of the 
few ‘‘ fighting speeches”’ of his 
campaign, linked the Democratic Party 
with “a philosophy of government 
which would destroy the whole American 
system ” in a speech at St. Paul, Minne- 
sota, last night. 

“ Indeed,’’ continued the President in 
ringing tones, ‘‘ this is the same philo- 
sophy of government which has poisoned 
all Europe. Such philosophies have been 
the fumes of the witches’ cauldron which 
has boiled in Soviet Russia, and its 
attenuated flavour has spread all over 
Europe.’ 

The President accused his opponents of 
‘seeking to play upon discontent.”’ 
There were groups of men in the United 
States who sought to bring forth a philo- 
sophy of government which would destroy 
the whole system. The election of Mr. 
Roosevelt would mean four whole months 
in which there could be no definition of 
national policy, Mr. Hoover adding that 
it would be a year before the Democrats 
could ‘‘ validate their promises and their 
new deal.’’ 


BEDLAM FOR ROOSEVELT. 


Meanwhile Mr. Roosevelt was closing his 
campaign at a great Tammany rally at 
Madison square Garden, New York. His 
Ha nee a bedlam of 
shrieking and flag-waving, eclipsing the 
twelve-minute ovation given to President 
Hoover in the same place last week. 

Mr. Roosevelt ail that his programme 
was that of a party which realised that 
every one of the American people was 
entitled to the opportunity to earn a 
living. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s election is considered to 
be a foregone conclusion. He will be 
elected with from 400 to 450 electoral votes 
(out of the total of 531), and will carry at 
least 39 out of the 48 States, in the com- 

site opinion of two hundred usually well- 
informed political observers, both Demo- 
crats and Republicans, in several States, 
according to the New York Times. 

The Baltimore Sun, however, says that 
two things may save Mr. Hoover—the 
*‘ great silent vote ’’ that is not touched 
by the newspaper polls, and the attitude of 
the women of the country, particularly 
those who favour prohibition.

HE report of the O'Connell Commis- 
sion of Inquiry into the question of 
‘‘euts’’ in the remuneration. of civil 
servants, teachers, Civic Guards and 
soldiers has now been in the hands of the 
Free State Minister for Finance for over 
a week, and will be placed before the 
Executive Council this week. 

There are, it is rumoured, a majority 
and a minority report, the majority report 
being signed by the Chairman and the 
minority report being signed by the farmer 
members of the Commission. 

The majority report is understood to 
be favourable to civil servants in receipt 
of salaries or wages carrying a cost of 
living bonus. 

The report points out that the re- 
muneration of these officials has already 
suffered an adequate cut by the fluctua- 
tion in the cost of living index figure, 
and that it would be unjust to apply any 
further arbitrary cut. The position is 
different, however, in regard to State 


employés in receipt of inclusive remunera- 
tion—that is, salaries or ee ate 
to periodic revision and a time 


when the cost of living was much higher 
than it is to-day. Both reports will 
recommend a percentage ‘‘cut’’ in such 
remuneration.

HIGHER DUTIES 
WEEK, 

A week from to-morrow—unless some 
quite unsuspected developments take place 
in the meantime—the Irish Free Paes 
so far as its trade relations with Gr¢at 
Britain and Northern Ireland are con- 
cerned, will take the position of a foreign 
country. In a few respects it will be in 
a worse position than some foreign 
countries which have had the good fortune 
to make arrangements with Britain.

There 
are things in life that are never for- 
gotten: elemental thingsythat sear the 
memory—things that should not. be for. 
gotten; for the temembrance of them is 
for men’s good, and should make men 
wise.

Oh, never again would 
men boast foolishly about war! The world 
learnt in that terrible yesterday its illimit- 
able insanity and horror. “ It knew to-xiay, 
in its poverty and world-wide depression, its 
economic waste and damage. 


IDEALISTS. 


“Tt was to put an end to wars of ambi- 
tion and aggression that the men whom we 
hold in high remembrance and honour to- 
day served and died,” said Dr. Macaulay. 

“Consciously and unconsciously they were, 
the most of them, idealists. They were no 
conscript host, no mere adventurers, no 
thoughtless, heady lads out for a fight. They 
were men who saw a vision. In the bigness 
of their cause they grew big themselves, nay, 
bigger than themselves. They were as if 
possessed outside themselves. Only 
can account for the things they did, and 
the exalted mood in which they fought and 
suffered. - People, seeing them, often called 
them ‘fey.’

“That scarcely could one guess 

‘These men in war had been,’ 

“They saw a new earth; an earth rid for 
ever of the insult of cruelty and the drums 
of strife; an earth with Christ, the Great 
White Comrade, as King, with His writ 
running; with the Angel of Peace wandering 
through its pleasant fields instead of the 
red fury of war straddling its tortured 
breast. That vision grew brighter and 
brighter as they fought tilt it became a 
passionate conviction for which they were 
prepared gladly to die.’’ 

There was a road that 
Ypres Gate, concluded Dr. Macaulay. It 
was built of red, red brick, and from its 
colour was called “ The Bloody Mile.” ' It 
was the symbol of the new road their brave 
and unreluctant dead started for those who 
had come after them. They left it for those 
who were alive and remained to carry it on 
and hasten. its completion. What other re- 
membrance or reward could they give them? 
Where there was no resolve of the hiving 
there was no remembrance of the dead. They 
micht lay their wreaths on their cenotaphs, 
and recite again and again the names on 
their Rolls of Honour, but all that was mere 
chaff and empty grain unless there was the 
building by their grateful hands of that road 
they started, on and on to the gates of the 
City of God. 

Following the anthem, ‘ Hallelujah,’’ the 
Archbishop of Dublin pronounced the bless- 
ing, and the congregation sang “God Save 
the King.”

The North oí 
Ireland commercial traveller knows how par- 
tition has injured, and will continue to in- 
ure, the once prosperous trade between 
orthern Ireland and the towns and villages 
on the Free State side of the border. How 
long, in face of facts like these, are the 
people on both sides of the border going to 
endure the disastrous division of this small 
country ? 

“ Recently we have had a declaration 
signed by sixteen prominent Protestant 
clergymen in East Belfast. In that declara- 
tion they say—‘ We consider that the great 
majority of the people of Belfast do not 
realise that about 12,000 people are at star- 
-vation int through inadequate provision 
for outdoor relief, and that any effective 
dealing with the situation will call for sac- 
tifices from those who have a sufficiency of 
the necessities. of life, In the City of Belfast 
to-day large numbers of families, formerly 
independent, are now gradually sinking in 
the economic scale with the ultimate fear of 
semi-starvation, It is no exaggeration to 
say that to live in stich a sub-human state 
destroys character, breeds a sense of hopeless- 
ness and despair, and degrades human ex- 
istence,’ 


TRADE BARRIERS. 

“For disastrous results like these the 
country has been divided. Two Parliaments, 
with duplicated’ Ministries and staffs of offi- 
cials, have been created at huge expense, and 
barriers have been. set up to hinder trade 
and paralyse enterprise. The Government of 
Northern Ireland since it came into existence 
has had:a free hand, and a docile majority of 
place-holders, actual and potential. Relying 
on that majority the Government derided the 
opposition, scoffed at their offers of co-opera- 
tion and rejected every suggestion they made. 
Yet, in spito of all this, the representatives 
of the minority, who had grave reason to re- 
sent and». op the establishment of this 
Northern Parliament, and who never believed 
in it, still clung to the hope that wiser coun- 
sels would prevail, and that out of.regard for 
the welfare of the community, the Govern- 
ment would feel itself forced to utilise the 
assistance and co-operation that were offered 
to them. ‘The hope was futile; the Govern- 
ment persisted in its fatuous disregard of 
warnings and advice. The position has conse- 
quently 'gone from bad to worse, and is now 
as deplorable as it well could be. 

It is in such conditions of pessimism and 
loom that the opening of a new Parliament 
Houde at Stormont is staged to mark the 
beginning of a fresh chapter. It would be 
well if we could hope that the opening of this 
chapter meant the turning over of a new leaf, 
It would, however, be ‘folly to think so. The 
Govéetnment, in face of the disastrous record 
of the last ten or eleven years, is still barren 
of ideas and bankrupt of any 1 opeful sugges- 
tions for the future. A grand parade to Stor- 
mont is the brilliant climax of six-county 
statesmanship. 


A NATIONAL EVIL. 

In that. parade no Nationalist representa- 
tive can take part. We should betray the 
trust reposed in us by our constituents if we 
had hand, act or part in the proceedings. 
We regard. partitién as a national evil, 
disastrous to, the Six Counties and injurious 
to the twenty-six. As Irishmen, we resent 
the mutilation of our country. God and 
nature have made Ireland one. Love of the 
motherland is a common sentiment, linking 
up the thirty-two counties in a bond which 
no act of an alien legislature can weaken, 
much less destroy. Down and Antrim, Derry 
and Tyrone, Fermanagh and Armagh—each 
of them claims its share in the national heri- 
tage; each of them rejoices in its traditional 
and historical part in the fight for Irish free- 
dom. To participate in the glorification of a 
Parliament that is an outrage on the nation’s 
unity would be an act of the basest 
treachery. 

This glorious province of Ulster—Ulster of 
the nine counties, to which we belong, and 
of which we are supremely proud—is in race 
and sentiment an inseparable part of a united 
Ireland. The restoration of the North-east to 
a united and self-governed Ireland is the ideal 
to which every patriotic Irishman aspires. 
It is appropriate, therefore, that we, as repre- 
sentatives of the six sundered counties—the 
Alsace-Lorraine of Ireland—should avail of 
the official opening of a new Northern Par- 
liament to renew our protest and reiterate our 
demand for self-government for a united 
Ireland.

PREDICTED.

TUAM, Sunday.

RESTIVE. 


DEPUTATION TO WAIT ON 
MINISTER. |

They 
had agreed to abolish the food titkets, and 
increase the present allowances. by 25 per 
cent. to married men and to single men with 
dependents, but they had ignored the pro- 
vision of relief for single men. and women. 
He was of ‘the opinion that. if the present 
sdale of relief were continued there ‘would 
be considerahle discontent among the un- 
employed. ‘The Free State Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, Mr. Sean T. 
O'Kelly, and the Dublin Board of Public 
Assistance were responsible for the state of 
starvation of the single men. 

ATHLONE . MARCH, 

About five hundred members of Athlone 
Unemployed Men’s Association met im the 
Market Square of the town, and marched, 
headed by the local pipers band, to the Town 
Hall, where a meeting of the Urban Council 
was in progress. Banners bearing inscrip- 
tions—'' We Want Work or Maintenance,” 
and ' We Won't Starve,’’ were carried by the 
men. .

They realised that 
there must be a settlement with England. 

Mr. Fitagerald, continuing, said that he 
did not know when that settlement would 
take place. The longer the dispute lasted the 
greater would be the debit to England on 
this question of the land annuities, and they 
would have to make an appeal to England 
not to exact the full sum, and he was sure 
England would not, demand the full amount.

What the Con- 
stitation and the laws of this State do require 
is that where any public monies are payable 
under such am agreement or otherwise, such 
monies can only Become payable and be paid 
in accordance with a vote or ‘Act of Parlia- 
ment. 

“The Agreement was not worth the paper 
ft: was witfeh ‘on unless the money involved 
in át was xoted by the Dail. We came to the 
Dail and told the elected representatives of 
the people what the position was in Telation 
to these annuities. We told them about .the 
Agreement, and we asked them to vote us the 
necessary. money. When the Executive 
Council introduce, as they must, an estimate 
to provide money for any purpose the estimate 
with a description of the purpose is furnished 
to the Dail, and an explanation of the service 
is expected and given by the Minister. That 
normal procedure was adopted, and on the 
26th day of June, 1923, the Dail, without a 
division, voted the sum of £3,135,577 for 
making payments -to the British in respect 
of land purchase during the year ending 
March 31st, 1924. Subsequently. the’ Dail 
pissed Section 12 of the Land Act, 1923, 
which enabled the provisions of the Agree-
